New Dalai Lama 


Six Babies ‘Tested,’ at Sacred Lake 


Will Be Chosen; 


NEW DELHI, India, May 7.—A)¢ 
The hunt for the new Dalai Lama of 
Tibet has now reduced the field of 
candidates to six babies, who were 
tested by a sacred lake supposed to 
mirror the truthful but to ripple and 
cloud against the false. 

These half dozen “reincarnation” 
claimants “are three-year-old babies 
supposedly born the instant the old 
Dalai Lama’died in 1933» They have 
been taken to the Potaa palace, at 
Lhasa, the residence of Tibet’s rulers, 
after their trial by the “magic” lake. 

At the palace the six babies spent 
several days before an image of the 
Buddha while prayers were chantec 
in Pali, the religious language of the 
Tibetan priests. A huge prayer wheel 
spun at their side while the prayers 
were going on. 

Ultimately, the infants will go to 
the great council chamber, where the 
grand Lamas, seated on golden tables, 
will draw lots for the final choice. The 


selected child then will be anoited, 
bathed in water from the Ganges, and 
presented with gifts and adored. 

One of the chief gifts will be 7,000- 
year-old eggs—or eggs supposed to 
be that old. 

The child's mother, after taking a 
last look at her son, will be blind- 
folded and taken to the treasure vault 
of the Lamas where she will be al- 
lowed to remove as much gold and 
jewels as she can carry. Thenceforth 
she will be regarded as a member of 
the nobility, and her child the living 
Buddha. 

The Dalai Lama is the supreme re- 
ligious ruler of Tibet and also has 
civil authority. 

His followers believe that at death 
his spirit enters the person of an in- 
fant and higher Lamas follow the doc- 
trine of reincarnation in choosing a 
new Dalai Lama. 

Tibet nominally is a parf of China 
but is under British overlordship. |

Attitude Toward Retogni- 
tion of New Empire Con- 
fronts Leaders. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—(#)— 
The United States today awaited 
clarification of the entire Ethiopian 
question before formulating American 
diplomatic and commercial policies 
that may affect the future of the one- 
time empire of Ethiopia. 

Cornelius Van H. Engert, the 
American minister, cleared up one 
phase of American protective inter- 
est today when he notified the State 
Department he had found Miss Elea- 
nor Meade, New York newspaperwom- 
an, safe and well. 

Miss Meade, unaccounted for since 
marauding natives began to fire and 
pillage the ancient capital, was the 
only American listed as missing. 

Confronting President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Hull as a result of 
the African empire's conquest by Italy 
are such major questions ag these: 

Recognition or Not? 

What attitude should the United 
States take toward recognition (or 
non-recognition) of the new govern- 
ment to be set up in Addis Ababa 
by the Italians? 

What course should be taken to- 
ward resumption of normal trade re- 
lations by lifting the arms, ammuni- 
tion and financial embargo now in 
force against both Italy and Ethio- 
pia under mandatory provisions of 
the neutrality act? 

Although the Italian military com- 
mand today formally notified Engert 
of the appointment of an Italian civil 
governor for Addis Ababa, Undersec- 
retary of State Phillips said no de- 
cision had been reached concerning 
American relations with the new gov- 
ernment. 

Stimson Doctrines. 

The policy of the United States— 
as expressed in the “Stimson doc- 
trine’—has been a refusal to grant 
recognition to any territory acquired 
by force of arms. Whether the stat- 
us of Ethiopia is analogous to that of 
other territories to which that dictum 
has: been applied is a diplomatic ques- 
tion still to be answered.

For a live-wire head 
of a concern that handled money in 
bales, Bradley apparently was cap- 
tious in the matter of salaries he paid. 

On April 16, 1934, he hired Lee to 
“take over the law work of Ameri- 
can Participations, Inc.,” which was 
one of the Bradley affiliates of the 
American Bond & Share Corporation. 
Bradley agreed to pay Lee $300 a 
month, as the company’s attorney and 
added in the letter: 

“With reference to your acting as 
an executive assistant to me, I regret 
that the organization is complete.” 

On August 29, 1934, Bradley ac- 
cepted Lee’s resignation as director of 
the company. He added: 

“I want to express my appreciation 
of the splendid legal work you have 
rendered the company.” 

Debt of $1,500. 

On August 31, of the same year, 
Bradley wrote Lee a letter acknowl- 
edging that the company was indebt- 
ed to Lee in the sum of $1,500. 

“We are paying you $800 in cash,” 
the letter said, “and the other $700 
will be taken care of in weekly pay- 
ments of $100.” 

On January 8, 1935, Lee was re- 
employed as special associate counsel 
for the American Bond & Share Cor- 
poration for six months. Bradley’s let- 
ter of confirmation said: 

“You will be paid $2,500 for the six 
months and this amount will be pay- 
able weekly. The first installment will 
be due Jannary 1, 1935, continuing 
weekly during the term of the con- 
tract.”

Miss M. E. Brooke, London fashion 
expert, who has flown to India and 
East Africa, found it “just too won- 
derful, incomparably more pleasant 
than a plane.” 

By 9 a. m. the dining room was 
filled with breakfasters with extraor- 
dinary appetites. Hot rolls, baked in 
an electric oven, are the pride of Chief 
Steward Kubis and Chef Maier. There 
also was orange juice, oranges, ba- 
nanaé, tea, coffee, sausages, jams and 
honey. 


Postcard Fans. 

Postcard fans began writing Zeppe- 
lin cards from above the Atlantic to 
hundreds of friends. Soon music float- 
ed through the ship from the grand 
piano in the salon where Professor 
Franz Wagner was practicing for to- 
morrow’s broadcasting concert to 
America. 

We passed the Normandie in the 
forenoon about 50 miles north of us. 
The ship left Havre yesterday noon, 
showing the comparison in speed be- 
tween the Zeppelin and France's crack 
ocean liner. The Europa appeared on 
our horizon shortly before noon. 

Up to a late hour this afternoon 
we were following the southerly steam- 
er lanes. At 2:15 there was a rush 
to the windows as we flew low over 
the big Dutch ocean liner, Statendam, 
her decks black with passengers, cheer- 
ing and waving, while her siren 8a- 
luted the even bigger airliner with 
long blasts. 


ZEP INAUGURATING 
NORTH ATLANTIC SERVICE

ABOARD THE DIRIGIBLE HIN- 
DENBURG EN ROUTE TO THE 
UNITED STATES, May 7.—(UP)— 
The super-Zeppelin Hindenburg, aver- 
aging nearly 90 miles an hour, sped 
out over the Atlantic tonight en route 
to the United States to inaugurate the 
first North Atlanta air mail, passen- 
ger and freight service. 

The huge craft, which took off 
from Friedrichshafen last night, care- 
fully avoided passing over France and 
Great Britain because of international 
tension caused by Germany’s rearma- 
ment of the Rhineland. 
Dr. Hugo Eckener. in joint com- 
mand with Captain Ernst Lehmann, 
had hoped that Britain would invite 
the Hindenburg to fly over London 
and was disappointed when no invi- 
tation was extended. 

We sighted several steamers outside 
the English channel this morning. The 
ship then nosed into a vast ‘yer of 
white clouds. The only thing visible 
below us then was the cigar-shaped 
shadow of the Hindenburg on the 


clouds. 
Passengers Up Early. 

The passengers were up early for 
the first breakfast in the air. Th 
are 108 persons aboard, of whom 
are passengers, including 15 Ameri- 
cans. 

For breakfast we had fruit, coffee, 
rolls, sausages and assorted jas. 

By courtesy of Captain Lehmann, 
I rode for a half hour in the control 
cabin while he and his assistante 
charted our course by way of the 


through an intricate tangle of wires 
and beams. 

Later I visited the engine gondola, 
suspended 15 feet outside the enve- 
lope. I reached the gondola bz. climb- 
ing down a narrow ladder in an 80- 
mile-an-hour wind, hanging over noth- 
ingness. It was a real thrill. 

Good Flying Weather. 

We had good flying weather and 
the Hindenburg sped forward as 
smoothly as an ocean liner. 

The ship is expected to reach Lake- 
hurst, N. J., Saturday. If weather 
conditions permit, she will fly over 
New York city, Washington and sev- 
eral other eastern cities before start- 
ing the return flight to Friedrich- 
shafen. 

So far, everything aboard has géne 
like clock-work. 

The weight of the craft is so deli- 
cately balanced that not even toilet 
or bath water or refuse is discharged 
from the ship but is collected auto- 
matically in sealed containers and 
used for ballast for an emergency 
when additional buoyancy might be 
required. 

Commander Lehmann, who has 
flown more than 1,500,000 miles in 
Zeppelins in the last 20 years and 
has been commander of six other Zep- 
pelins during that time, said the route 
may be subject to change from hour 
ot hour. 

“The art of navigating a Zeppelin 
lies largely in finding and getting into 
the edge of eddies where the air cur- 
rents will assist us,” he said. 

“Eddies are charted every few 
hours from weather reports from ships 
at sea. Thus, it’s a game of locating 
these great whirls or eddies and get- 
ting into the current moving in our 
direction of flight.”

“The shining victory of our troops 
in East Africa is due to the heroism 
of your sons and brothers and also 
it is due to you, all the women of 
Italy.” 

A demonstration on only a slightly 
smaller scale than the gigantic one 
of Tuesday, the day Addis Ababa was 
occupied, will take place Tuesday in 
the Venezia square when the annexa- 
tion decree is read to the public fol- 
lowing the cabinet meeting. 

Best informed circles said they be- 
lieved Great Britain and France would 
accept the accomplished fact of an- 
nexation. Diplomatic sources said 
Britain’s attitude had changed consid- 
erably almost overnight and that she 
was more in favor of accepting Italy’s 
rigid stand than is France. 

At any rate, when the League coun- 
cil meets Monday it will be faced with 
an annexation already decreed. 

Rights Established. 


British and French rights already 
established in Ethiopia, it is under- 
stood, will be recognized but no other 
special rights will be given. There 
will be no conference or diplomatic 
negotiations on this point, it was said. 

Reports from Ethiopia said Italian 
troops had taken complete control of 
the French-owned Addis Ababa-Djibou- 
ti railroad all the way to the border 
of French Somaliland. 

Military subjugation of southern 
Ethiopia was all but completed when 
troops seized Jijiga, important city 50 
miles east of Harar. There was no 
resistance. 

Shortly after troops went into Jiji- 
ga General Rodolfo Graziani arrived 
there by airplane and formally took 
possession. It was believed Harar, 
the second Ethiopian city. in size, 
would be occupied in a day or two. 

Premier Mussolini received tele 
rams of congratulation today from 

own Princess Marie Jose, aboard the 
hospital ship Cesarea, and Premier 
Julius Goemboes, of Hungary. 

Italy is determined to resist sanc- 
tions indefinitely if necessary, said the 
informed writer Virginio Gayda in 
the newspaper Popolo D’Italia. 

In an editorial he said contemptu- 

ously, “with or without sanctions Italy 
will go ahead its own road and assure 
its own economic and financial de- 
fenses far beyond the limit calculated 
by sanctionist experts who until to- 
day have committed an uninterrupted 
series of errors.” 
The editorial said the principal re- 
sult of continued sanctions would be 
to keep Italy from participating in 
European political collaborations.

Portland, Ore., Gives $100 Bounty 


For Arrest of 


Reckless Drivers 


A $100 bounty on reckless drivers 
in Portland, Ore., is reported making 
courteous law-abiders out of the most 
reckless drivers. 

Determined to put a check on fast 
and careless driving in Portland, the 
city, in co-operation with a civie acci- 
dent prevention organization, enacted 
the bounty law recently as one phase 
of a widespread traffic control pro- 
gram, 

The ordinance provides a $100 re- 
ward for any citizen who gives infor- 
mation leading to the arerst and con- 
viction of a reckless driver. The re- 
ward has been paid twice in the short 
life of the new regulation, but it is 
declared drivers there actually appear 
to realize it is dangerous to drive 
recklessly. 

The campaign, designed principally 
to lower the city’s auto fatality record, 
has resorted to “unwritten laws” to 
bring about some of its objectives. 

No Gas for Drunks. 

As a result, an intoxicated motorist 
cannot buy gasoline. Major gasoline 
companies and service stations have 
agreed among themselves to eell a 
drunken driver no motor fuel. 

A “night school” for traffic viola- 
tors is being conducted by the city 
and the violators are schooled in the 
fundamentals of safe driving. Three 
thousand erstwhile careless drivers 
have “graduated” from the school. 

In addition, traffic courses have 
been installed in the city’s high schools. 

Recently, the state supreme court 
threw out many of Portland’s traffic 
regulations -on a technicality. The 
remaining laws left speeders in a pre- 
carious condition. A policeman who 
arreste a motorist for speeding must 
charge him with reckless driving. 

Severe Penalties. 

And the penalty is broad. The judge 
may fine the driver any amount up 
to $100, revoke hie license for a year, 
put his automobile under official lock 
for 30 or 60 days and send the motor- 
ist to jail for a month or two. 

That is the way Portland is han- 
dling its reckless and speeding drivers. 
Meanwhile, Atlanta complains that its 
traffic situation is awful, deplores the 
numerous deaths and injuries from 
reckless driving and does little else. 


Portland’s method might be called}~ 


stern and severe. But it takes a stern 
method to impress a reckless driver, 
because he is the sort who refuses 
to think for himself and to realize the 
necessity for safety to human life with 
any penalty less severe.

Richard J. Davis, C. 8., of Chicago, 
Ill., menrber of The Christian Science 
Board of Lectureship, Boston, Mass., 
delivered a lecture entitled “Chris- 


tian Science: The Law of Love Re- 
vealed and Demonstrated,” last night 
under the auspices of First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, Atlanta, at Peach- 
tree and Fifteenth streets.

might be called trees of righteousness, 
the planting of the Lord, that Le 
might be glorified.’ This beautiful and 
comforting statement declares the 
promise and office of Christian 
Science. It expresses the love which | 
prompts these lectures. It explains 
why I am here, and it voices the joy 
we take in speaking of our religion 
to those who do not know it or who 
have not yet experienced its blessings. 

“We are living in an era of scien- 
tific thinking, an age when the em- 
phasis is being laid on science—ma- 
terial science of all kinds. We recog- 
nize that discoveries in the realm cf 
the physical sciences are important. 
Progressive inventions are all helpful | 
and encouraging, but, viewed from the 
standpoint of comparative values, have 
all the discoveries of the ages in the | 
realm of matter brought to light any 
information, fact, or law that will 
bring comfort and real] healing to the 
sick and suffering; that will make the 
crooked straight and the rough places 
plain; that will heal sick hearts? 
What discovery or scientific law can | 
lift the sinner out of bondage to false | 
appetites and destructive habits? Have 
all or any of the philosophers, think- 
ers, and scholars of centuries, sincere 
though their efforts may have been, 
contributed to the race a scientific law 
that will make sure and certain the 
one fundamental essential to human | 
existence, namely, happiness, an un- 
derstanding of heaven? 

“Reviewing the situation for a mo- 
ment, we see that practically all the 
research and the study of centuries 
has centered wholly in matter and in 
material thinking. In view of this, and 
certainly in view of the results,—that 
the race still has far to go morally, 
that disease has by no means been 
eradicated, and that poverty and fi- 
nancial distress are still much in cvi- 
dence,—one may naturally inquire, if 
all these centuries of stndy in the 
realm of matter have failed to bring 
humanity health, happiness, and heav- 
en, why not make a right about face 
and direct all our thought, effort, and 
investigation toward the realm of 
Spirit, toward the understanding of 
spiritual law?”’

Dodd's beer distributing 
piant occupied the first floor of the 
warehouse and yesterday W. G. Spier, 
manager of the warehouse, testitieu 
that the third floor cumpartment in 
which the whisky was tound by police 
was alsu rented by the beer dealer. 

When the case first came to trial 
last year Spier said he took the blame 
and entered a plea of guilty.

As reported today by the appropria- 
tions committee, the bill called for 
$1,425,000,000 for the Works Progress 
and Rural Resettlement Administra- 
tions, $308,000,000 for the Civilian 
Conservation Corps, $65,550,000 for 
emergency public building, and $458,- 
631,860 for the social security setup. 

The moment it hit the floor the fir- 
ing began. The assault was led by re- 
publicans, who decided in caucus last 
night to try to substitute state grants, 
administered locally by non-partisan 
committees, for present methods. 

Administration leaders declared 
themselves so confident the bill would 
not be changed they adopted surprise 
strategy. 

Chairman Buchanan, democrat, Tex- 
as, of the appropriations committee, 
obtained unanimous consent to take 
up the measure under seven-hour de- 
bate limit. 

Buchanan planned to push the meas- 
ure to the voting point tomorrow 
night, but to postpone the final vote 
until Monday. 

Significant Points.

Hopkins added it 
was &till too early to consider a per- 
manent policy. 

Secondly, the committee unanimous- 
ly wrote into the measure an amend- 
ment offered by Buchanan, stipulating 
that after June 30, 1937, the so-called 
emergency agencies may not be given 
transferred funds to enable them to 
carry on after their functions have offi- 
cially been terminated. Thereafter con- 
gress must authorize their expenses. 
Thirteen agencies, including the RFC 
and HOLC were named. 

Thirdly, Representative Woodrum, 
democrat, Virginia, of the committee, 
announced “We are trying to close up 
shop and get out of the relief busi- 
ness,’ and “the federal government 
should withdraw from direct relief as 
soon as possible.’’ 

Trim WPA Fund. 

Before Woodrum spoke, the commit- 
tee had trimmed $75,000,000 off of the 
$1,500,000,000 President Roosevelt 
asked for WPA‘ alone, and transferred 
it to the CCC, 

This was done despite Hopkins’ tes- 
timony even $1,500,000,000 would be 
insufficient to keep 2,000,000 of the 
more than 3,000,000 relief workers on 
the rolls during the year. 

Woodrum eaid while the $1,425,000 
‘might not be enough, it was a step to- 
ward elimination of federal responsi- 
bility and its transfer to states and 
municipalities. 

With an estimated carry-over of 
$1,000,000,000 from last year, and ap- 
proximately $600,000,000 for the CCC 
ahd public works, the total available 
for work-relief next year has been es- 
timated at $3,100,000,000, or nearly 
as much as the estimated $3,500,- 
000,000 figured upon this fiscal year 
for similar purposes. 

Hopkins’ Advice. 

Hopkins gave this advice on the 
future relief situation: 

“I think the emphasis and _ the 
thinking of congress should be far 
more on the whole problem of unem- 
ployment itself than on the problem 
of relief.” 

The WPA chief said relief “is no 
answer” to unemployment and added: 

“T would rather see congress putting 
its mind on co-operation with industry 
in terms of employment.”’ 

After receiving from Hopkins def- 
inite statements the new funds would 
not be spent on such projects as the 
Florida ship canal or the Passama- 
quoddy tidewater dam in Maine—both 
previously turned down by congress 
—the appropriations committee rough- 
ly earmarked the project relief funds 
in line with Hopkins’ ewn plans for 
spending them. 

The general classes of work, how- 
ever, were subject to a 15 per cent lee- 
way. Republican members contended 
this destroyed any semblance of ear- 


marking. 
Classs of Work. 

The classes were: Highways, roads 
and gtreets, $413,250,000 or 29 per 
cent: public buildings, $156,750,000, 
or 11 per cent; parks and other rec- 
reational facilities, $156,750,000, or 11 
per cent; public utilities, including 
sewer systems, water supply and puri- 
fication, airports and other transpor- 
tation facilities, $171,000,000, or 12 
per cent; flood control and other con- 
servation, $128,250,000, or 9 per cent; 
white collar and women’s projects, 
$85,500,000 or 6 per cent each; mis- 
cellaneous work projects and the Na- 
tional Youth Administration, $71,250,- 
000, or 5 per cent each; rural reha- 
bilitation and relief to farmers, $85,- 
‘500.000 or 6 per cent. 

' The bill stipulated wages be such 
as to accomplish the purpose but not 
tend to decrease going rates of wages 
on similar work. It called for the ex- 
tension of workmen’s compensation to 
WPA and would require full reports 
on WPA operations to the next two 
congresses. 

Other Provisions.

To the navy, $850,000 for reboiler- 
ing 68 auxiliary vessels, and $556,- 
000 for naval public works projects. 

For War Department construction 
work, $9,380,000 and $3,000,000 to 
fulfill contract authorizations. 

To the Commerce Department for 
air-navigation facilities this year, $14,- 
600, and for maintenance next year, 


To the Bureau of Lighthouses for 
improving navigation aids this year,

He has been ad- 
mitted to practice in the appellate 
courts of Georgia and the supreme 
court of the United States. He is a 
member of the Atlanta Bar Associa- 
tion, the Georgia Bar Association and 
the American Bar Association. He is 
a Mason .nd a Baptist and a member 
of the Chi Psi fraternity. 

The Atlantan’s grandfather was 
colonel of the ninth Georgia regiment 
in the Confederate army and he is a 
kinsmén of the late Augustus H. Gar- 
land, attorney general of the United 
States during the administration of 
President Cleveland. 

Mr. Garland has been practicing 
law nearly 15 years. He has appeared 
in a number of prominent cases in 
Atlanta and over Georgia. 

In 1929 Mr. Garland married Miss 
Fauntleroy Winston. They have one 
son, Reuben A. Garland Jr., aged six.

Greater Number of Federal 
Judges Urged to Mini- 
mize Delays. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—(?)— 
An “improvement in the criminal 
law” and a greater number of fed- 
eral judges to minimize the law's de- 
lays were urged today by President 
Roosevelt and Chief Justice Hughes, 
respectively. 

The head of the executive branch 
of the government, by written mes- 
kage, and the highest officer ef the 
judicial branch itn one of his infre- 
quent personal addresses, made their 
views known to the American Law 
Institute, meeting here. 

By coincidence, the senate, a few 
hours later, refused to provide two 
udditional federal judges for the south- 
ern district of New York, a district 
to which the chief justice has point- 
ed as & sore spot of accumulating 
cases, 

Mr. Roosevelt especially commend- 
ed the institute upon its “restatement 
of the law,” asserting the interest it 
ld aroused was a “real tribute to 
the care and high scholarship that 
went into its preparation.” 

Drafting Statutes. 

He continued: 

“TI am much interested to learn that 
you have now begun to draft statutes 
to be submitted to the legislatures 
of the various states, the object of 
which will be to correct legal rules 
which no longer correspond to present 
needs. 

“This work of correction and mod- 
ernization appeals to me as a logical 
outcome of your restatement of the 
law which, as I understand it, is an 
attempt to state the law as it is, 
without attempting to correct it.... 

“It is encouraging for all of us 
to know that your organization, which 
combines in

ATHENS, Ga., May 7-—(4)—Dean 
Paul W. Chapman, of the College of 
Agriculture of the University of Geor- 
gia, told more than 5,000 farmers and 
farm boys here today the state is 
changing its farm program “very rap- 
idjy” and the people are “greatly in- 
terested in soil erosion control and 
livestock.” 

The crowd, largest ever to gather 
here for an annual livestock-legume 
day, heard Chapman and other offi- 
cials of the University System pledge 
full co-operation in building up the 
state’s livestock industry. 

The speakers included R. P. Burson, 
member of the board of regents and 
Master Farmer: Chancellor 8. V. San- 
ford, of the University System, and 
President Harmon Caldwell, of the 
University of Georgia. 

“The people of Georgia are today 
greatly interestéd in soil erosion con- 
trol and livestock,” Dean Chapman 
said. 

“During the: past five years great 
progress has n made in livestock 
production on Georgia farms. We 
have, for example, at least 10 coun- 
ties that have doubled their cattle 
population -in that short space of 
time. : 

“It is interesting to note that in 
these counties. at least 60 per cent of 
the land is devoted to growing corn, 
hay and other livestock feeds—not 
counting pasture. . 

“That we are changing our farming 
program very rapidly is evidenced 


1.000.000 acres to our feed crop pro- 
duction.” 

Dean Chapman explained the work 
heing done on the College of Agricul- 
ture farm. 

Tonight many of the visitors at- 
tended the little international 
stock show at which 76 animals from 
the college herds were shown by Col- 
lege of Agriculture students.

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FOR PULP INDUSTRY 


Persons Says Governor Has 
Not Co-operated in Geo- 
logical Surveys. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., May 7.—-/)— 
A bright future for the pulp industry 
in the south was pictured today in a 
message to the Georgia Forestry As 
sociation from Joseph C. Kircher, of 


Atlanta, onal forester of the Unit- 
ed States forest service. 

“In Georgia this development has 
just begun with the establishment of 
a pulp mill in Savannah and in a 
number of other southern states mills 
for the manufacture of kraft paper 
have been or are being established,” 
he said in an address, read to the con- 
vention by C. F. Evans. 


Kircher called for intelligent con- 
servation of the state’s forest re- 
sources which he said could be made 
to “produce a large annual crop of 
pulp forever.” 

“Our state from a forestry stand- 
point has probably the brightest fu- 
ture of any state in the union,” he 
said. 

Judge G. Ogden Persons, of For- 
syth, charged in an address “the Gov- 
ernor of Georgia has not co-operated” 
in the establishment of United States 
geological stations. A campaign to 
raise $10,000 to give Georgia more 
stations was suggested. 

The discussion regarding the cam- 
paign for the fund was the result of 
an address by ©. E. McCashin, dis- 
trict engineer, United States Geologi- 
cal Survey, Chattanooga, who stressed 
the value of such surveys in develop- 
ing natural resources. Mr. McCashin 
spoke on the subject: “Industrial and 
Water resources surveys.” 

The money raised in Georgia will 
be matched by the government, it was 
stated. The State Department of 
Geology will be asked to lend its in- 
fluence to the cause, members de- 
clared. 

Progress in saving and developing 
the natural resources during the last 
ogg was reviewed by Charles H. Tay- 

r, of Washington, assistant director 
of Emergency Conservation Work. 

He credited the 500,000 Civilian 
Conservation Corps workers with 
great strides in saving forests, parks 
and eroded fields. 

“In many instances state forest and 
park development programe have been 
advanced from 15 to 25 years by the 
CCC program,” Taylor said. 

Preservation of wild life and fish 
Y improving game preserves and 
=. also was mentioned by Tay- 
M. D. Collins, of Atlanta, state 
Superintendent of schools, told of the 
aids to forestry furnished by voca- 
tional education. 

“Boys who are enrolled in voca- 
tional agricultural classes are taught 
farm problems, including jobs in 
forestry, on a very practical basis,” 
Collins said. “Each boy enrolled in a 
class carries on a small farming pro- 
gram on his home farm. Evening 
classes are conducted for adults. 

‘Not only have Georgians led in 
securing national legislation for voca- 
tional education, they have also led 
in launching worthwhile programs of 
value to the people of the state.” 

He said from 4,000 to 7,000 Georgia 

yS were given practical training 
each year in such things ag operating 
seed beds, planting trees, constructing 
fire breaks, fighting fires, identifying 
wood Species, using wood, harvesting 
and marking timber, thinniag and im- 
proving cutting and estimating volume 
of standing timber. 

“The conservation and development 
of our forest resources depend large- 
ly on the development and training 
Of the farm youths of this state,” he 


said. 
__ Woolford . 

President T. Guy Woolford, of the 
@ssociation, in his annual report to 
the convention, said “the future of for- 
estry in the south seems to be bright.” 

He said also that shortly southern 
mills—one at Savannah and another 
at Crossett, Ark.—would make “by 
far the larger part of kraft paper 
manufactured in this country.” 

The president said there had been 
“great progress” in Georgia in build- 
ing parks. 

“The parks at Indian Springs and 
Vogel park have been greatly enlarged 
and expanded. . . . The park at San- 
to Domingo, near Darien, was dedicat- 
ed last November. . . . The park at 
Crawfordville is nearly complete. ‘I'he 
park at Fort Mountain, near Dalton, 
is practically completed.” He said 
other parks at Warm Springs, Albany 
and McRae were well under way. 

Woolford said the association would 
oppose any effort to “‘build a political 
machine’ through creation of a state 
conservation department. He ” said 
there were rumors that efforts to cre- 
ate such an agency, to include for- 
estry, fish, geology and game would 
be made at the next session of the 
legislature.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Provi- 
sion for the construction, repair, Or 
completion of approximately 12 fed- 
eral buildings in as many different 
cities and towns of Georgia is con- 
tained in the deficiency appropria- 
tion bill reported to the house today 
by Representative Buchanan, of 
Texas. 

Although 23 Georgia cities and 
towns are named in hearings on the 
bill. which were made public today, 
11 have been taken care of, or fed- 
eral buildings in them were taken care 
of prior to the reporting of the de- 
ficiency bill. Those which will benefit 
under the pending measure are Bu- 
ford, Cornelia, Greensboro, Hawkins- 
ville. McRae, Millen, Summerville, 
Sylvania, Sylvester, Tifton, Trion and 
Wrightsville. 

Representative Carl Vinson, of Mil- 
ledgeville, in whose congressional dis- 
trict Wrightsville is located, said a 
federal building would be started there 
“at the earliest possible date.” 

A total of $60,000,000 is provided 


by the bill for public building pro)}-| 
ects outside the District of Columbia | 


to be selected by the secretary of the 
treasury and the postmaster general, 
acting jointly. Each building project 
must he limited in cost to within $3,- 
50.000. 

While it is not definitely known just 
how much money will be allotted for 
the Georgia projects, Representative 


Vinson, who is dean of his congression- 
al delegation, said he had no doubt 
but what the procurement division of 
the Treasury Department would con- 
struct suitable and adequate buildings 
in each one of the 12 cities and towns 
designated. These projects were sub- 
mitted to the treasury and postoffice 
departments for consideration some 
time ago.

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LANDON GIVES VIEWS 


ON NEEDS OF COUNTRY 


G. O. P. Leader Would At- 
tack Evils of Businéss 


Monopoly. 


TOPEKA, Kan., May 7.—4)—Gov- 
ernor Alf M. Landon, in a radio inter- 
view tonight, assailed the “New Deal” 
for “heedless retarding of recovery,” 
and in hie first national expression 
on the liquor question “accepted the 
verdict of the people” in returning 
control to the individual states. 

Landon indicated he would wage a 
“fighting campaign’’ if nominated for 
the presidency by the republican na- 
tional convention in June and as- 
serted : 

“The real issue before the American 
people today is not whether you are 
better off now than you were in 1933. 

“The real question and issue is this: 
Have we made as much progress in 
coming out of this depression as you 
have a reasonable right to expect?” 

Saying “a lot of people in so-called 
wet states, knowing that you come 
from dry Kansas, are anxious about 
the way you stand on prohibition,” 
Kaltenborn asked “Just what is your 
attitude?’ 

Landon replied: “The people ren 
dered an overwhelming verdict, that 
the question should be returned to the 
Various states for such decision as 
their citizenry wished.

many years ago. 

Not, however, until the Roose- 
velt administration went into office 
was the south given equal treat- 
ment with other sections of the 
country in the establishment of na- 


-..|tional parks and forest reserves. 


Certainly no section east of the 
Mississippi river lends itself more 
to the scope and purposes of the 
vitally important federal forest re- 
serve policy of the government than 
the Blue Ridge areas of northern 
Georgia, eastern Tennessee and 
western North Carolina, the head- 
waters of most of the streams of 
this section. 

The constant deforestation and 
denuding of these mountain areas 
have brought serious threat to every 
river flowing from them into the 
Atlantic and the Gulf. 

In his blind rage against the 
President, the Governor contends 
the government has no right to pur- 
chase Georgia land, and that it will 
deprive the state of taxation. 

Exactly the contrary is true.

“Uncle” refers to Van 
Hunks, a Dutch pirate, who, accord- 
ing to the Malays, had a smoking 
contest with the Devil up on Devil's 
Peak, and the clouds are the smoke 
from their pipes. Often, too, the 
clouds are called the “Table Cloth,” 
spread on Table Mountain. 

Recently there were other clouds on 
the mountain, however, and the le- 

endary smokers seemed to be pulling 
uriously at their pipes, for huge 
tongues of flame shot high in the air 
as a forest fire consumed more than 
$1,000,000 worth of timber and 
threatened the official residence of 
Prime Minister Hertzog. Large tracts 
of fir trees had been set out on the 
mountain sides for both beauty and 
ntility, and many of these were lost. 
S Increase in Ships. 

“Table ountain, a vast mauve 
mass, jutting up with or without its 
crown of clouds from the ocean’s bril- 
liant blue, generally is the first land- 
mark sighted by the traveler who ap- 
proaches South Africa by water,” 
says a bulletin from the Washington 
D. C., headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society. “So completely 
do its colossal dimensions hide the 
hinterland that the Table appears at 
first sight as an ocean-girt island, 

“Modern docks welcome hundreds 
of steamers annually along Cape- 
town's curving waterfront, and the 
number of cruise ships has more than 
doubled this year because of the Italo- 
Ethiopian conflict. World cruises 
that once followed the steamer lanes 


of the Mediterranean and Red Seas 


have been ‘detoured’ via South Africa. 

“So Capetown prospers, and hopes 
that more cruises will come her way 
in the future, whether there is war or 
peace. Her harbor is a true cross 
roads of the world. From Table 
Mountain’s top one can see stretch- 
ing, seemingly to the ends of the 
earth, in one direction the vast At- 
lantic, in another the Indian Ocean, 
and to the south the lonely Antarctic. 

Once Called “Cape of Storms.” 

“Braving the cape that gave Cape- 
town its name, bold mariners have 
sailed around the southern o. of 
Afriea here since Bartholomew Diaz 
dubbed it Cabo Tormentoso, the Cape 
of Storms, in 1488. Now the Cape 
of Good Hope, it is the ‘jumping-off 
place’ for whaling fleets that seek 
their quarry in the desolate waters 
at the bottom of the world. 

“This year more than 200 ships, 
manned by 7,000 men, are heading 
2,600 miles south in the Antarctic 
summer. They expect to bring back 
a catch of some 30,000 whales, which 
will yield 3,000,000 barrels of oil. 
Many of the whalers come from Nor- 
way, half the world away, to hunt 
among the southern icebergs. 

“But in the show that Capetown 
puts on for visitors, trader, and resi- 
dent, there is no hint of polar bleak- 
ness. Its setting is a Neapolitanesque 
panorama of red roofs, embowering 
foliage, outflung white beaches, bold 
headlands, with Table Mountain, gi- 
gantic and severe, towering behind 
and above it all. In its subtropical 
climate palmettos flourish. Rambling 
through its balecony-shaded streets, 
with the crape myrtle peering gaudily 
over walls and the magnolia’s breath 
abroad, one might half imagine him- 
self in some gracious old town, aro- 
matic of the past, in Ameri¢a’s south- 
ern states, 

Where East and West Meet. 

“The illusion fades in Capetown’s 
colorful Malay quarter, peopled main- 
ly by descendants of slaves brought 
long ago from Holland’s colonies. Slim 
dark-eyed girls, grave turbaned pa- 
triarchs, mosques and minarets show 
that east and west may meet in Cape- 
town. When the muezzin’s call to 
prayer floats over the city and white- 
robed faithful prostrate themselves, 
one might be thousands of miles away 
in Morocco or Afghanistan. 

“With more than 150,000 Euro- 
peans and nearly as many more of 
other races in the city and its su- 
burbs, Capetown compares in size 
with Dallas, Texas, or New Haven, 
Conn, Its points of interest include 
the famous Snake Park, with a col- 
lection of South African reptiles; bo- 
tanical gardens: an art gallery; a 
naval station near-by at Simonstown; 
the South African Museum, and a 
public library founded more than a 
century ago. 

“A dignified building for the houses 
of parliament shows that Capetown, 
as one of the two capitals of the 
South African Union, attends to the 
legislative function of government. 
The other capital, Pretoria, is the 


administrative capital.”

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 

Medical colleague who is distinguish- 
ed for. his skill and success in a new 
method wrote me that a patient I had 
referred to him felt grateful to me for 
a suggestion to take vitamin D and 
calcium lactate for chronic eczema. 

Practically, what does it matter? I 
can t even recall having made such a 
suggestion. Stili, it might do some 
good if the patient would jot down 
briefly the facts and send them to me. 
One swallow doesn’t make a summer, 
of course, but if a hundred or a thou- 
sand readers report their experience 
with such a thing, it may mean a good 
deal for the health of others. 

It seems to be human nature to tell 
a doctor if his advice or treatment has 
failed to help, particularly if it has 
apparently made matters worse; but 
My pre no further truck with him if 

1g advice or treatment proves success- 
ful. That is, unless he is a freak heal- 
er or an outright quack. This trait of 
human nature prompts people to pre- 
serve a te or abashed silence 
when they have been atrociously hum- 
bugged by the fake healer; and to pro- 
claim a miracle if by any chance they 
survive the faker’s ministrations or 
even recover health afterward. Lon 
ago I gave up trying to race ss, 
this odd trait; surely it can’t depend 
wholly on popular envy and jealousy 
of the doctor’s education. Nowadays 
plenty of people at least as well edu- 
cated as the doctor harbor obsessions 
as absurd as those of the illiterate 
ar 

notion common among the laity 
is that physicians and surgeons be- 
come cold-blooded and callous about 
human or animal suffering. Unthink- 
able or uneducated people utter this 
libel and various cults and isms bandy 
it about. The truth is that if the phy- 
sician or surgeon wishes to do his best 
for the patient he must surmount his 
personal feelings. If the circumstances 
render it impossible for him to do so 
his fitness to serve the patient profes- 
sionally is seriously impaired. 

Ordinarily I am not greatly upset 
by circumstances surrounding an emer- 
gency or a grave situation, which are 
more or less appalling to the lay ob- 
server. I can keep fairly cool and ren- 
der what aid a or should render. 
But when the victim happens to be a 
friend I can scarcely do so,/and I am 
sure I am as hard-boiled as the ma- 
jority of doctors are. And this is the 
fami 
ies if any serious illness is involved. 
They recognize that their ~ personal 
sympathies tend to warp or impair 
their professional judgment. And so 
they defer to the cooler judgment of 
their colleagues. 

Queer neurotic folk who find di- 
version in baiting regular physicians 
for the alleged “torture” of rats, mice, 
guinea pigs, -te., seem blind to the 
fact that physicians as a class are 
rather famous for their kindness to 
animals. Among the lovers of dogs, 
cats, birds, horses you know, it is safe 
to say, are several doctors. : 

A doctor, after all, is rarely indif- 
ferent to suffering; sometimes he has 
to disregard it for the patient’s sake.

Medal of Honor Given Atlantan 


For Unusual Heroism in Battle 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’ today awarded the 
Congressional Medal of Honor to 
Captain Samuel I. Parker, Atlanta, 
for unsual heroism displayed under 
fire during the late World War. 

When he was a ruddy-faced youth 
of Monroe, N. C., just out of college, 
he braved an ocean of German gun 
fire at the gates of Cantigny and 
“never expected to get back to the 
good old U. 8S. A.” but he did, with 
many dead comrades left behind, and 
today at the White House, with all 
the simplicity and solemnity of the 
world’s greatest democracy, the Presi- 
dent presented him its highest award, 
the Congressional Medal of Honor. 
The unconcern and nonchalance with 
which the World War veteran led his 
men into the gas-fogged jungles of the 
Argonne and which was with him in 
the front in the battle of Soissons, 
wounded and bleeding, was with Cap- 
tain Parker today at the executive 
mansion. So much so, in fact, that the 
scene touched of the irony and need- 
lessness of war, because the veteran, 
how a sturdy and settled businessman 
of Atlanta, took less interest in what 
was about to take place and what did, 
than any of the little party that gath- 
ered for the notable ceremony. 

He arrived at the White House at 
11 o'clock with Mrs. Parker, formerly 
Miss Lou: Morris, of Concord, smart- 
ly attired in a spring suit of blue and 
Wearing a big picture hat, and with 
them their pretty daughter, Margaret. 
Soon thereafter Judge and Mrs. John 
J. Parker, of Charlotte, and Mr. and 
Mrs. J. E. Dees and their son, Sam- 
uel, of Greenville, N. C., entered the 
large foyer of the White House, ac- 
companied by Representative Walter 
Lambeth, of the eig district, in 
which Monroe’ is situdtéd. Captain 
and Mrs. Parker and Mrs, Dees are 
aoe <i children of the late Mr. 
an 


“Where is Sam?’ asked Judge Par- 
ker when he turned from newspaper- 
men to follow his usual gracious man- 
ner to present them to his brother. 
| “Oh, there he is, over there!” he 
remarked as he pointed to the hero of 

the occasion, who had wandered into 
an adjoining room to study some of 
the new paintings placed in the 
| White House since occupancy by the 
_Roosevelts. Captain Parker then ap- 
proached, wearing a light gray bus;- 
_hess suit, and swinging a gray fedora 
in his hand. 

“What are you going to do with 
this medal?” Captain Parker was 
asked, 

“Just put it away with the rest 
of them,” he carelessly replied. 
“When was the first you heard 
about being selected for this great 
honor?” was the next question. 

“Last Saturday. I was at home and 
General Moseley, of the fourth army 
corps, sent an officer to inform me 
of the selection and asked me to come 
to Washington, and here we are.” 

“What was your most terrible ex- 
perience during the World War?’ he 
was interrogated. 

Trying To Forget. 

“Tt was all bad enough, and a lot 
of fun; I never thought much about 
it at the time and always try to forget 
it now. That was a long time ago, 
you know,” Captain Parker replied. 

By this time, Admiral Cary Gray- 
son, who was at the White House 
with a large delegation of Red Cross 
women, had overheard the conversa- 
tion, and began to draw nearer, as did 
Governor Theodore F. Green, of Rhode 
Island, who headed a delegation to 
see the President. 

“Over this way!” said Colonel BE.

NEGRO ADMITS KILLING 
BUT DENIES “SNIPING’ 


‘Preacher’ Bloodworth Re- 
turned From Birmingham 
To Face Murder Charge. 


R. E. “Preacher” Bloodworth, the 
negro credited with a protracted reign 
of terror in the west side recently, 
returned to Atlanta from Birmingham 
last night escorted by two Atlanta 
detectives, admitting to one murder, 
to taking a pot-shot at another man 
and to bootlegging activities, but deny- 
ing any connection with the much- 
publicized “mad sniping.” 

The 25-year-old negro admitted 
shooting Leddus Arnold, another ne- 
gro, but said he left town the follow- 
ing night when Arnold died and ho- 
boed to Bluefield, W. Va. He boasted 
he was a “het shot” with a rifle, but 
declared the “sniping’’ which took 
place almost nightly in the neighbor- 
hood following the death of Arnold 
was “somebody else.” 

“Preacher” said he shot Arnold be- 
cause he had stolen five gallons of 
his liquor, He also said he shot at 
a white bootlegger several days before 
Arnold was killed, but later found out 
he had fired at the wrong man. He 
said he thought the man was one of 
three white men who had threatened 
him over a liquor deal. 

One Reformed. 

It has since been learned that the 
white bootlegger at whom “Preacher” 
thought he was shooting has given up 
the bootlegging business for something 
safer, saying if he “has to dodge bul- 
lets” he doesn’t want “any part of it.” 

“Preacher's” score to date is one 
dead and one reformed, police agreed 
last night. 

Bloodworth was returned to At- 
lanta by Detectives D. L. Taylor and 
Douglas Poole, who supplied Birming- 
ham authorities with his description 
and the name of his uncle in Pratt 
City, near Birmingham, where 
“Preacher” might visit. He was ar- 
rested by Birmingham police Tues- 
day at the uncle’s home. 

e two Atlanta detectives already 
have an indictment of murder against 
Bloodworth for killing Arnold. He 
was locked up in the city jail here 
last night on suspicion of murder. 

Feared Patrolman. 

Patrolman Roy Wall, at present a 
turnkey at the jail on the floor where 
Bloodworth is being held but formerly 
a radio patrolman in “Preacher's” 
own section, talked with the negro 
last night and found he was the prin- 
cipal cause of the alleged killer's leavy- 
ing town, 

“Mr. Roy knowed me and nearly 
caught me the night Leddus died. I 
didn’t waste any more time. I just 
rm right out and hoboed to Blue- 

Bloodworth said he worked two 
weeks in a coal mine at Bluefield, then 
went to Harlan, Ky., and later re- 
turned to Birmingham, where he had 
been about two weeks when “bad 
luck” overtook him and he was ar- 
rested. 

Officer Wall asked Bloodworth if 
he had the names of three persons -on 
his list of people to “get” here. 
“Preacher” grinned sheepishly and

U. S. Market 
Letter 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—Farm 
prices averaged slightly higher in 
April than in March. Livestock, cot- 
ton, cottonseed and old-crop potatoes 
advanced. Most grains except corn ¢e- 
clined. General farm price level of 
produce sold and goods bought was 8 
little below that of a year ago. 

COTTON. 

The slightly weaker action of the 
cotton market in late April and early 
May was partly in line with declines 
in other standard commodities and 
was partly owing to reduced } © ac 
tivity and dull, unsettled markets for 
some lines of cotton goods. 


Exports are only fairly active, al- 
though season’s shipments are one- 
fourth larger than last season to date. 
Growing conditions show improvement 
in most parts of fem cotton belt. 

Almost two fifts of the total 
United States tobacco crop in the farm 
census year of 1934 was produced in 
North Carolina. Kentucky was second,

In the Virginia-North Carolina area 
it is generally agreed that 40 to 60 
per cent of the peanut crop remains 
in farmers’ hands in Virginia, with 
83 1-3 to 40 per cent remaining on 
the farms in North Carolina.

Not to Use Relief Fund. 

Published records of hearings before 
the committee, however, showed that 
Relief Administrator Harry L. Hop- 
kins testified that none of the new 
relief fund would be used for the 
canal without specific congressional 
authority. 

Green eaid Hopkins told the com- 
mittee later he would use the funds 
on projects which had not been disap- 
proved by congress. Action of the sen- 
ate in refusing to include the project 
in the War Department appropriation 
bill. was not disapproval, Green said, 
and Hopkins’. two statements “were 
contradictory.” 

The committee record included state- 
ments by Kepresentatives Green, Sears 
and Caldwell, Florida democrats, urg- 
ing favorable action on the canal al- 
location. 

The only indication of the commit- 
tee's attitude was the statement of 
Chairman Buchanan, democrat, Texas, 
as Sears completed his remarks.
